The most charitable conclusion we can arrive at, is, that you have made returns to use for 
some other bullion than ours, for the following reasons — we were careful to separate each of the 
three lots & place in the box with them, a large ticket, showing the character of the stuff & 
giving all needed instructions & bearing our firm’s stamp thus — [see original images for stamp]. 
2nd we are short on our gold account about $300 by your return. 3rd you have credited one H.B. 
Arenson with the deposit not-withstanding the three tickets referred to above bearing our stamp 
were in the box. 


Ath we posted our letter of the 16th inst. on that day, same day as shipment was made. 
You can scarcely expect us to believe that the U.S. Mail is more dilatory than the Adams Express 
— such is not the case on this end of the line. 


In the letter of above date we particularly desired you to keep the three lots separate & 
your mem. makes our credit for all — finally we directed you to return fine bars for all, you setd. 
Gold coin & besides a lot of rubbish that we cannot melt without great loss & for which we have 
no other use. We have been seriously inconvenienced by your failure to comply with our 
requests & it is owing to the dense ignorance or insufferable stupidity of somebody in your 
department.

Dear Sir 


The deposit referred to in this letter had not instructions with the package. After the 
bullion was emptied out into the pan these papers were found in among the silver. The different 
lots were not kept distinctly separate as they should be and it was impossible to separate it after 
being mixed. The letter of instructions were received on the day the deposit was ready for 
payment too late to be changed for bars. The Mint has no arrangement by which they can give 
gold & silver bars for a mixed deposit. Gold bars can be given for a gold deposit & silver bars 
for a silver deposit. The Mint recognizes no depositor but the persons who present the bullion for 
as is on is the is the Mint Agt. of the Express Co.
